Mr. CLASOIT, of the Neon, did tbe honors o 


the 12th toast—" The Press." His speech was 
a luminous prospectus of the Daily ffeict, with 
an old-fashioned martyr apology for its course 
p0rjMr«*U«m, and a brief biographical notice 
of the proprietor attached. He spoke of the 
power of tho press, said that publio opinion 
was sometimes ri«bt and sometimes wrong, am 
tbat It was sometimes the duty of the press to 
mint publio opinion. (Public opinion, in this 
city and State, is opposed to Slave-Catching 
and is Anti-Nebrnski, and Mr. Clason's postu 
late about rttttttug publio opinion, serves the 
case of his prers exactly.) But. little a* be 
thought of public opinion, (in Milwaukee an< 
Wisconsin) he was in love with thelnw(for 
catching niggers) and tbe Constitution (a* ex 
pounded by slaveholders.) Mr. Clason then 
touched on bis own history, informed us that 
he bad been connected with tbe press twenty 
one years, (the period of legal minority. Mr 
C., we suppose, commenced as "devil," and 
has now graduated a demo-gogue —people's 
leader); described the high and patriotic mo 
tives which had governed him during bis long 
probation, and opened up a rich prospect for 
hi* future career, as Editor of the ffttci. 
He 


then informed tho audience that it was getting 
late, that tho " bobbin" was wound up, anc 
that it was time for the meeting to close. Mr 
C. sat down perfectly satisfied. It had been 
up to tbi* time, * politico-festive meeting after 
fall own heart. If tbe fieut had bad the plan- 
ning of the meeting, with Judge Miller for 
prompter and fugleman, it could not have gone 
off more pleasingly. 


To the last toast, " The Ladies," the Presi- 


dent ashed Gen. KINO to respond. 


GEK. KING said, that while he could not hop* 


and should not attempt to do justice to the ten 
tlment Just read, bo thanked the President for 
the opportunity which hi* call afforded him o 
saying a word or two upon another topic, tho 
in somewhat different strain from those speak 
en who had preceded him. An honorable Sen 
ator from this city, in responding to one of tbe 
regular toasts, bad taken occasion, whileglori 
fying his own course in tbe Legislature, to pass 
an unjust and uncalled-for censure upon th 
Milwaukee press. He referred to Mr. MoGar 
ry, who, in narrating tbe action of tbe Leglsla 
ture upon the resolutions of instruction to our 
Senator* and Representatives in Congress 
against any change in the Naturalization Laws 
complained tbat one of the papers in tbi* city 
bad had the unbeard-of audacity to suggost thai 
tbe Legislature, wbile.it* band was in, might 
also very properly Instruct our Member* to 
vote for tbe restoration of that barrier against 
Slavery which Congren had struck down, and 
to repeal that infamous Fugitive Slave Act, 
which disgraced I be Statute Book. Redesirei 
to say that it was the Sentinel which bad been 
guilty of this grave offense, and that so far from 
regretting, he should repeat it whenever the 
opportunity offered. If It were necessary to 
guard the right* and liberties of our adopted 
citiiens, U waa not less necessary to|protect 
those of the native-born. If the Legislative in- 
terposition were needed to prevent'injustice to 
fugitives from oppression in other lands, it was 
equally needed to shelter those who fled from 
oppression In this. Liberty was dear to men 
of all race* and color*:—It knew no restricted 
bounds—It was, ur should be, a* wide a* the 
world; and sympathy for the oppressed aad 
downtrodden should bo a* warm and universal 
a* tbe tie of Human Brotherhood. The right 
of suffrage was guarantied t* th* foreign-born 
resident* of thi* State by its Cooitltatioa, and 
could not be taken away from them by sn Act 
of CoagreM. Bollgion* Liberty, too, tra* se- 
cured them, not only by that Constitution, bat 
by tbe first article of th* immortal Ordinance 
of W—<A* ca*rt*r which declared that "no man 
•hall be mol**toct on account of hi* mode ot 
worship, or religions *oattm*at" For one, he 
denrod to *oo *o change In those provisions; 
h* woald Dot abate one Jo* or tittle of the priv 
lleg** thu* conferred, and he bogged to offer,!* 
oeaohttloB, thi* sentiment:

To i 
remark of Mr. Cl&son that he would have gi< - 
en way to us if he had known we had had s > 
much talk bottled up, we replied tbat we ha I 
not uncorked anything yet, that Gen. King ha 1 
made a most appropriate reply to the antect • 
dent speakers, *nd tbat we endorsed ever/ 
word of it. And so forth. 


The Festival, we feel gratified to be able t 


•ay, was conducted in perfect order, and w 
saw nothing that could intoxicate on the ti 
bles. And the politic*! pro-Slavery and ant 
Temperance'character of the speeches wer 
displeasing to many members of the Society. 


We take this occasion tn use our free speec 


in uttering a home truth or two. The Iris 
people, as a nation, have been the worst abuse 
people in the civilized world.

boundaries of human slavery. It 1* so here— 
is so in almost every city and village in the lam 
Their John Mitchells shout themselves hoars 
for Freedom in Ireland, and sigh for a planti 
tion of niggers in Alabama.

And wheth* 
you receive it or not, he is your best friend wh 
tells you your faults plainly.

It I* 
very apparent tint a largo; additional raveaue 
would be derived from alt circulars, advertise- 
meut* &o.. now sent in unsealed envelopes 
for one eent, when they are equally if not 
more troubloaome than sealed communication*. 
Drop-letter* being charged two eent* would 
also add to tbe revenue, and tbe immense in- 
crease of correspondence would certainly go 
far to prevent any falling off. Uniformity 
would save much labor in the posting of letter*, 
and would thu* reduce the expense* of the 
postal department. 


Take England, for example. When tbe re- 


former, Bowlaud Hill, first proposed a re- 
duction of the high po*t*ge rates to the penny 
system, It was believed that it would be ruin- 
ous and prove a severe blow to the postal re- 
eeipts. But what haa been tbe reault T Pre- 
vious to 1839 les* than eighty million letter* 
passed through the mails, and the gross reve- 
nue amounted to $11,963,815. Twelve years 
afterwards, or in 1851, it 
amounted to 


f 12,110,840. The revenue that fell to a little 
more than half a million pound* sterling Im- 
mediately after the introduction of the penny 
postage, ha* been constantly rising ever since, 
and tbe resnlt of the last quarter show a clear 
revenue of over one million three hundred 
thousand pounds, 


From this we conjecture the probable result 


of a similar action in our country. Let u* re- 
duo* -our postage to the uniform rate of tw 
cent*, and there can be no doubt of it* eventua 
success. In addition to the additional receipt 
from circulars and drop-letters, a* meatiune 
in the first pnrt of our remarks, the establish 
ment of a money order system would increa* 
the revenue by Increasing correspondence.— 
Then too, we should have, a* in England, 
wlsdow at every post office to receive letter 
after the close of tbe regular mail, whic 
should be charged a third more at least. Thi 
plan called in England " late letter fee*" give 
the government annually something over $120 
000. Another suggestion would be tbe retnr 
of all dead letters to thrir writers, who shoul 
be compelled to pay doable postage, and tbu 
the f] 00,000 that we now lose annually o 
these letters would prove another source 
profit. 


Should these snggestiun* b* carried oat— 


•bould our next Congress give u* a uniform 
rate of postage, and fix tb*t rate at two cents— 
we believo It would create universal tatiafao 
tloo, and at the same time wo kave BO doub 
the Department would not only pay expenses 
but receive a handsome revenu*.

Tbi* moruiug, the attempt to repeal the law 


of last wintar, imposing a State tax on rail- 
roads, and thereby put the railroads at tbe loer- 
oy of the town*, was indefinitely postponed. I 
have sketched a portion of the debute and only 
regret tbat the whole should not be laid before 
tbe public. 


Yesterday we had a continuation of the de- 


bate on the currency question. I ata sorry to 
say tbat the Wisconsin presaiis not uenimoua 
la tbo atteucpt to drive out a wild cat currency. 
What ha* cursed the State the last winter but 
tbe circulation of a currency in which there 
wns no stability, hnd now the attempt is made 
by this law to prevant tbe circulation of any 
currency that has not a specie basis. At the 
present moment, when Geo. Smith is about to 
flood the country with another batch of rags, 
it is time something was done. 


The Senate has been occupied all day with a 


debate on the liquor bill. The speeches have 
taken a widor range than they did in the As- 
sembly, and the Balance men have played the 
same game of tactics as ever, of proposing ri- 
diculous amendments, which the movers them- 
selves would not vote for. Mr. Eldredge offer- 
ed a ridiculous bill which received a feeble 
vote, and thu bill, a» amended, wan finally re- 
ported bock from the,Com. and adopted—13 
ayes and 7 noes.
